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EVIDENCE AT INQUIRY. 


On Saturday last Dr. McCarthy, Medical 
Inspector of the Local Government Board 
Department, held an inquiry in the Court- 
house, Ballinasloe, into the necessity of estab- 
lishing hospitals in towns in the Comat 
Galway. remote from the Central Hospi 


Galway. 

H. Macdermot, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr, L. O Dea, solicitor), was present on 
behalf of the County Council to oppose the 
establishment. of such hospitals. 
Dr. Rossiter said that he was medical officer 
of the Ballinasloe dispensary. The local 
hospital had been closed for three years, and 
during that time he met many cases of hard- 
ship, especially in the lanes of the town. 
When the hospital was closed they had an 
epidemic of measles. There were two or three 
hundred cases and over twenty deaths. 
Parents objected to send their children to an 
hospital forty or fifty miles away, and out of 
36 cases of scarlatina which they had recently 
very few parents. would send their children 
away. In the old Fever Hospital they had 
accommodation for twenty or twenty-six beds. 
When there was a scariatina epidemic then 
he was always able to stamp it out, but he

DEADLOCK DENIED. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—It is declared in official circles that 
the alarmist accounts which have been. pub- 
lished of the state of the Franco-German 
iron nad steel industrial negotiations do not 
represent the true position of affairs. It 
is denied that there is a deadlock. The 
German iron and steel industry experts will 
not be back in Paris to resume their con- 
versations until January 8th, which is only 
two days before the expiration of the special 
provisions in favour of Alsace Lorraine and 
the Saar under the Tre-ty of Versailles. Some 
critical observers of the negotiations, includ- 
ing the Journee Industrielle, have suggested 
that this represents a deliberate policy of 
delay on the part of the Germans, who hope 
to gain large advantages by last minute 
pressure. In reply to this suggestion, it is 
asserted in official circles that, in view of 
the proportions to which the commercial 
erences have spread, both. the Germans 
and the French recognised some time ago 
that it ay not be a to settle every- 
thing by January 10th, and both are willing 
to establish a modus vivendi, which will re- 
main in force from that date, so long as the 
wider negotiations for a treaty continue. 

It is assumed on the French side that, 
although such a modus vivendi may involve 
modifications in the present commercial rela- 
tions between the two countries, the changes 
made will not be so large as to shock or 
dislocate the regular machinery of com- 
merce.

Sir James Craig, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, has issued a message 
to the people of Ulster from Stormont 
Castle. 

“Once again at this season of 
Christmas,” he says, “1 send a message 
of cordial greeting and good cheer to the 
people of Ulster, and, in wishing them 
every joy and happiness, earnestly 
reiterate my deep appreciation of their 
unswerving loyalty and magnificent de 
meanour during 1924. 

“The fourth year of our existence as 
a self-governing portion of the United 
Kingdom demonstrates beyond all doubt 
Ulster’s capability to manage her own 
affairs, severe as were the trials ex- 
perienced in the early period of her new 
existence, when the re-establishment of 
law and order was the predominant task 
that lay to hand. A further test came 
when that had been accomplished. Social 
and domestic problems demanded the close 
attention of her Government and Parlia- 
ment. Reforms could not be effected with- 
out the most careful preliminary investiga- 
tion into all the matters demanding new 
legislation. The whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion of the people enabled the Government 
to frame measures distinctly in advance 
of the old laws and to place them upon 


the Statute Book. 

““Our legislative record has been marked 
by steady progress, reflecting the highest 
credit upon our Parliamentary institution. 
The various Acts which have received the 
Royal Assent and the large grants made in co- 
operation with local authorities towards the 
amelioration of unemployment will help us 
along the road to that ideal state for which 
we are ever striving. 

BONDS WITH BRITAIN. 

“The year now drawing to its close has 
been conspicuous for events which have 
marked Ulster’s close affinity with Great 
Britain. The visit of their Royal Highnesses 
the Duke and Duchess of York was the 
realisation of the ple’s ardent wish that 
the King’s son and his gracious consort should 
come amongst them, and the manifestations of 
loyalty accorded the Royal visitors revealed 
once again Ulster’s undying devotion to the 
Sovereign, to Great Britain, and to the 


Empire. 

“The Imperial bond was further 
strengthened by Ulster’s participation in the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wembley, where 
the Ulster Pavilion, situated in the very 
heart of the Palace of Industry, revealed the 
industrial activity of the Province and the 
multiplicity of its products. 

“One especially gratifying feature of 1924 
has been the volume of passenger traffic into 
Ulster from across the Channel. Realisation 
of the fact that peace and order were estab- 
lished in Northern Ireland brought thousands 
of British, Colonial and American visitors to 
our shores, and their sojourn amongst us has 
enabled them better to realise the character 
and accomplishment of the Ulster people. , 

B ER TIMES AT HAND. 

“The economic and industrial life of the 
Province has been governed by conditions 
prevailing in Great Britain and throughout 
the world neg soeageh The continued depres- 
sion in trade has militated against a revival 
of industry, but I can safely say that Ulster 
has maintained her position and is ready 
to participate to the fullest extent in 
the revivication of industry. The tide 
of depression and stagnation has been 
partially stemmed, and I feel assured 
that the gradual return to normal economic 
conditions and the absorption of the men and 
women who have lacked employment in late 
years will open up a new era of prosperity. 
The whole energies of the Government, the 
captains of industry, and the general public 
should be directed with even: greater vigour 
towards developing Ulster on still broader 
lines than ever before. We overcame great 
difficulties in the past, and I am convinced 
that. united action on the part of all, 
with the return to stabilised conditions in 
Europe, will eventually put the coping stone 
on the prosperity of the Imperial province. 

“The results locally of the recent general 
election demonstrate once again in the most 
striking manner the fact that Ulster is sound 
to the core, and that her people are as de- 
termined as ever to maintain unimpaired 
their rights to work out their own destiny 
as loyal British subjects in accordance with 
those deep-rooted and inflexible principles 
which have all along inspired them and their 
leaders. Whatever the future may hold in 
store for us we can so long as we remain a
